He. con- 
idemns the Skagway trail. and says the 
Dalton trail affords a first-rate road 
for 240 miles, namely, from the coast 
to Five-Finger Rapids, which is only 
239 miles by unobstructed waterway 
from Dawson City. The first forty 
‘miles from Chilcat Inlet is on river 
\flat. with an easy grade, thence to the 
ilocal divide, which is 3,000 feet above 
sea level, and fifty miles from the wat- 
(er. One more local divide is crossed 
;twenty miles further on at the wat- 
,ershed of the Alsek and Chilcat rivers. 
|The rest of the trail to the mouth of 
the Nordeskiold River at Five-Finger 
Rapids. is a succession of va'leys, with 
hardly perespti!l» divides. In summer 
a man with a saddle horse and pack 
animal can make thirty miles aday on 
the Da'ton trail, reaching Dawson City 
in fifteen days. It can be dene in 
twenty-five days with apacktrain. So 
good is the feed along the trail that 
janimals which were sent in this season 
\fattened on the way. It is expected 
11,600 sheep and 400 cattle reached Daw- 
son before the river was closed to navi- 
gation.

CHURYSANTHEMUMS. 


Perfection of chrysanthemum culture 
is to have them retain their leaves 
jhealthy as long as possible. If the 
|plants lose their leaves early the bloom 


{will be small. Sometimes the lighter 


leaves are attacked by a parasite fun- 
gus which causes them to drop off ear'y. 
|On the first appearance of the parasite 
the leaves should be syringed with cop- 
‘per sulphate solution. Sometimes these 
attacks are encouraged by allowing the 
leaves to become weak for want of 


‘good food, for, although it is not im- 
possible for fungus parasites to attack 
‘healthy vegetation, it is also true that 
{they attach themselves more readily 
|when the plant is weak. Manure water 
|or a surface dressing of manure, Is the 
| precaution to te taken against this re- 
lsult. Again, leaves are frequently 
weakened by allowing the plants to be- 
‘come too dry. Careful cultivators can 
easily guard against this. On the 
other hand. stagnant waters in the 
earth is also injurious. This means 
that to have healthy plants, the pots 
lor boxes in which they are grown 
be so arranted that the water 


can pass readily away.

The Thermometer Bulb Contains Eneugh 
to Stretch Miles. 

While almost any one knows about 
the principles on ordinary 
thermometer operates, there are a 
number of things about thisapparent- 
ly little instrument which are not gen- 
erally known and which are of a great 
deal of interest.

of a thermometer is broken, one 18 
at first at a loss to see where the 
mercury goes in, but close examins- 
tion will disclose a fine line, much 
thinner than a hair, running, across 
one end of a little slit in which the

As it has its flat 
side towurd the eye, it appears to 
be quite large, and the convex- 
ity of the outside of the tule 


i throagrh which it is seen magnifies it 
ind gives it that rounded appearance 
which is so deceptive The resson 
why the slit is made so small is to 
give the greatest ratio of result for 
the expansion of the mercury in the 
bulb.

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THE FARM. 
_ CONG-KEEPING BUTTER 

r want to give the methods of some 
dairies that are to-day, and have been 
for. more than twenty-five years, year 
after year, making and selling for 
prices from 5 cents to 10 cents above 
highest quotations, just the kind of 
butter in demand. First of all, says a 
writer in Country Gentleman, they 
have good, healthy cows, that have 
pufe food, pure water and pure air; 
they are run on pastures that are kept 
as free as possible from weeds, their 
Stables are light, roomy and well ven- 
tilated; the cows are never ‘worried 
with either men or dogs; they are 
fed, milked and handied in all ways 
with the strictest regularity as to 
hours and by the same persons, espe- 
cially as to being milked; The milk is 
never allowed to stand in stable—or 
any other place where there might be 
objectionable odors—unti! it cools to 
the temperiture of the stable. The 
milk is strained through wire and 
cloth strainers into the pans or cream- 
ery or sepirator—whichever method of 
creaming is used. Most of those who 
have successfu'ly made this kind of 
keeping butter use the gravity pro- 
cess of creaming. “Still, the method of 
creaming matters but little, provided 
you get the right quality of cream and 
can ripen it perfectiy. They skim their 
milk just as sson as the milk shows 
the least acidity. The cream is churn- 
ed in about forty-eight hours after 
being taken from the milk. As re 
gards temperature, as much as_ pos- 
sible the milk from the gravity process 
is kept at from 69 to 70 degrees; so also 
is the cream after being taken from | 
the milk. Generally speaking, the 
cream from the milk handled in| 
this way i3 what would be called | 
40 to 50 per cent. cream; that is, two; 
and a quarter to two and a_ half} 
pounls of this cream will make 4a) 
pound of finished butter. Cream of | 
this quality would necessarily be | 
quite free from other mitter than!

When wanted in 
large packages, the best package I 
have ever yet usedisa first-class, well 
made one of white oak. These should 
be well soaked in brine for several 
days before being used. The butter is 
put into these packages in quantities 
that will make a laver not far from 
two inches in thickness When this 
layer ‘s firmly pressed down in the 
package, a sprinkling of salt is put 
on the butter, and another l!aver of 
butter is put on until the package is 
full.

But it is found, says 
American Cultivator, that though the 
fermentation is rapid because of the 
temperature, the vinegar resulting 
therefrom ia thin and poor. There 
is a decided advantage in adding 
some sugar after the cider has passed 
the alcoholic stage of fermentation. It 
will increase the sourness of the 
Vinegar, while there will still te the 
same apple aroma and flavor which 
makes apple cider vinegar the best 
that can be produced from anything. 
The fall apples, even those called 
“sour,” have more sweetness in them 
than have the best sweet summer 
apples. The Russian apple makes a 
very rich cider, but it does nct ripen 
until all the warm weather is past, so 
it keeps in the alcoholic stage all 
winter, and is very apt during that 
time to be drank by cider-thirsty peo- 
ple. The advantage of making cider 
from summer apples is that hot 
weather brings it so soon to the vine- 
gar stage that comparatively little of 
it will be drank as cider. 


WOMEN AS EXPERTS IN FORGERY 
CASES. 


The governor of the Bank of France 
has found that his lady clerks are the 
best detectives of forged bank notes 
and of debentures with altered num- 
bers. He has now entirely intrusted 
the work of detection to a feminine 
corps. He believes the delicate tact of 
their fingers helps them, and he fancies 
that many of them really scent a bad 
note. They feel, in fingering the forg- 
ed notes, the difference, however slight, 
between them and the real. He nev- 
er knew a note that had been laid aside 
as doubtful, after being thus felt, to 
be anything but a forged one. 

The means for bringing to light fal- 
sified numbers on debentures, are worth 
being brought under the notice of stock 
brokers and bankers. The fair detec- 
tive first spreads the suspected deben- 
ture on a well-lighted table with a 
number of others, and sets them one 
by one beside it. The genuine numbers 
are always written with clerkly regu- 
larity. The man or woman whowrote 
them did so mechanically ; but a forg- 
er’s hand is always influenced by hope 
It is not probably, his busi- 
ness to do nothing but write figures 
and fill up forms. It nearly always hap- 
pens that his state of feeling is be- 
trayed in the more symmetrical figures 
of his forgery. The next thing to no- 
tice is the difference in the color of 
the ink. It is never of the same shade 
as that in the original. Should it be 
darker or lighter the suspected deben- 
ture is taken toa dark room and placed 
under a sirong reflector. Differences 
that did not appear are now seen. The 
un.iltered figures are shiny, because the 
ink is oxydized; the new ones are of 
In some angles of the 
light, one does not see the original fig- 
ures at all, but the added ones pil 
They are then damped with alcohol to 
make the paper transparent. The dif- 
ference of character be: ween what was 
first written and what was added is 
thus brought out more distinctly. 

A magnifying-glass is next used. 
Tremors of the hand, skilful scratch- 
ings, and alterations of figures are 
made manifest. On the wrong side of 
the numbers being lightly brushed 
with plombagine, the new figures stand 
out in stronger relief than the old. The 
final operation is ‘‘the wash,” of the 
debenture. It is first washed with a 
camei’s hair brush dipped in a mixture 
of one part of castor oil to six parts 
of alcohol at a heat of ninety-five de- 
grees. The primitive figures now ap- 
pear more distinctly than the added 
ones. The second wash is of soda and 
water in the proportion of two to a 
hundred. The added ink, if at all fresh, 
disappears, and the original number 
stands out clearly. If notice has been 
given of the loss of a bond with the 
original number, it will go hard with 
the person who has presented the ‘‘cook- 
ed” one, unless he can show that it was 
thus when his broker conveyed it to 
him.

WRECK OF THE “ ALIAN™A.” 


4n Awflal Night Spent om the Vessel — Pre 
videntinl Escapes, 

Among the many thrilling stories of 
shipwreck which are told in the an- 
nual report of the United States Life 
Saving Service for the year 1896, 
there is none which more strikingly 
shows the mysterious ways of Fro- 
vidence than the official account of 
the wreck of the schooner Alianza, 
bound from New Jersey to St. John, 
New Brunswick, with a cargo of an- 
thracite coal.

A GREAT FLOE.

This 
is a fruitful cause of trouble in um- 
brellas, and our concern insists on all 
the silk and silk threads standing a 
chemical test in this respect. When 
overdyed silks are wet, and the um- 
brellas rolled and set away, we find 
the owners complaining that their um- 
brellas are cracking in the folds. Fine 
holes appear, and they are apt to re- 
turn the umbrella to the merchant and 
claim damage.
